memory, 80 didactic verse was common, the 
mbject: matter being thrown into this form 
simply as‘ a muemonic aid, ‘The Mandarin 
sometimes yersified his proclamations so that 
noties in the 


‘they might attract mere 
minds of tho people, and so thot they 
might le ,the more easily remembered , 
The oracles.in the temples had ‘their uttarances 
writton in poetry. Lyri¢ pootry was what the 
Chinese were particularly strom in. Tt was 
very difficult to, ronder some of the masterpieces 
of Chineso poetry into English. European 
languages were. very similar, and a more or less 
Hteral translation from thom into English was 
possible, Even in such esses, however, some 
of the beauties were lost; but when, two 
languages word dissimiiur as English and 
Chinese the attempt was often disastrous, 
Therefore, much Chiness postry was not 
capable of being translated. The study of 
Chinese postry would show that, the Chinese 
poets wore of the samé flesh and blood as our- 
selves, inasmuch that they had the same 
thought and feelings aud woxe moved by the 
same emotions and desires; that, in fact, their . 
hearts beatin unison with ours—though seas and 
continents separated us, thero was the same sky 
overhead, and human nature was the same the 
wide world over, As in the West, 80 -in the 
Far Eust—poetry had risen from a rugged 
original, whena rapidity of stylo-and irregularity 
in the use of the embellighments of rhyme and © 
measure were first employed. Tt wus only half 
tha truth to say that Chinese was 2 mono- 
ayllubic language. Tt: was ‘so to a great extent, 
but thore were sufficient dipthongs and short 
and long pronunciation of words to give an 
expressive variety to the verse. Added’ to 
thie wns the tonic systom, which slone 
would give & musical-cadence to the verse, 
There were a number of different measures, in-' 
aluding the parallelisms so,common ia Hebrew, 
pootry, One very interesting feature in 
Chinese pootry was imitative harmony, when the 
notes of birds were employed to ‘make up 4, 
poom, in which the birds appeared to be speaking - 
Chinese.
